Has it ever occurred to you why a mallet or maul is made 
this way Q8=— instead of this way —=SD ? 


Now that you think of it, you know it is because the end- 
grain of hard wood has greater resiliency and solidity than the 
sidegrain — actual government tests demonstrated that it has 
27% more.

The only supposed value of the insert is its greater driving 
power which must therefore differ from that of the wood in the 
head itself. It is well known that at the time of impact in the 
stroke the ball is flattened so that contact with the face occurs 
in the shape of a circle of equal diameter to that of the ball struck. 


Therefore the impact is shared by the parts of the face differ- 
ing in resiliency, and a direction or twist may be imparted to the 
ball absolutely impossible to calculate. This disadvantage is 
never found in using the solid Endgrain head. 


The Burke Endgrain Club is the result of careful, painstaking 
study and experiment. The golfer is yet to be found who denies 
the greater distance, the better, sweeter feel of stroke that it 
yields.

First; a certain deadness or hollowness in the concussion between ball and 
head due to a lack of solidity in the wood, and secondly, the size of the head 
diverts the eye from the ball and its line of approach to the hole. 


The Burke Endgrain Putter has neither failing. The stroke is solid, 
the impetus given is certain and uniform and the smaller head with the direc 
tion band upon it seems greatly to engage the eye with the line of approach. 
The ball rolls with a slight drag, er tightly to the turf and drops surely 
if only on the edge of the hole.
